British Follow 
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Macedonia Apparently 
Have Split 
German-Bulgarian Forces Along Vardar— 
American Airmen Active. 
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(By the Associated Press.) 
In the encircling of St. Quentin and in driving the Germans and 
Bulgarians northward in Macedonia the allied armies 
are 
making 
further progress against increased enemy resistance. 
Northwest of! Fallon. 
St. Quentin the British have followed up their gains of yesterday in 
which further advance was made toward th town from the west, and 
•are pushmy forward in the direction of 
the 
northwestern 
suburbs. 
Heavy fighting is taking place in the region of 
Gricourt, 
less 
than 
three miles northwest, and Siency, two and one half 
miles 
north­ 
west. 
The British are advancing despite counter attacks by the Ger­ 
mans, who were repulsed with severe losses. 


On the French sector to tne south only the artillery has been 
active. 
Between the Ailette and the Aisne the French have repulsed 
German attacks in the important territory around Motsy Farm at the 
western end of the Chemin des Dames. 


Apparently the allies in Macedonia have completed the splitting 
apart of the German-Bulgarian forces east and west of the Vardar. 
The Serbians are pressing northwestward along the river toward Veies i 
which the enemy apparently will net be acle to hold, as other allied 
forces are marching northward in that direction from Prilep. 


Standing on the heights alorg the Bulgarian frontier east of the 
Vardar, south of Demirkapu Pass, the Bulgarians are offering stiff re­ 
sistance to allied attempts to advance. 
North of the pass the enemy 
is retiring on Veles and it would appear this column had been cut off 
from their comrades farther south, thus splitting the enemy force in 
two. 
Bulgarians fighting west of the Vardar probably are those who 
fled before the French toward Doiran. 
It is believed in Pans the al­ 
lies will press on up the Vardar to Uskub and then swing east and 
outflank the Bulgarians west of Strumnitzka.

25.— German troops iast night counter attacked the 
British line above Gricourt, northwest of St. Quentin, where advances 
recently had been scored by Field Marshal Haig's troops. 
The Brit­ 
ish commander announces these attacks were repulsed. Heavy losses 
were inflicted on the Germans. 
British posts in the region east of 
Arras and near Sauchy-Cauchy, also were attacked and here likewise 
the enemy was driven off. 
The process cf closing in on St. Quentin was continued by the 
British, who made progress in the Gricourt neighborhood and also 
in the Selency region, west of St. Quentin. 
One thousand prisoners 
were captured in yesterday's operation, particularly around St. Quen­ 
tin. 
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Enemy Being Forced Back. 
London, Sept. .25.— East of the Vardar river in Macedonia the 
Germans and Bulgarians are falling back en Veles, twenty-five miles 
southeast of Uskub, according to the 
Serbian official 
statement re­ 
ceived here. 
Along the Priiep Gradsko road the Serbians have captured thir­ 
teen guns and a great number of ammunition wagons and other ma­ 
terial. 


American Airmen Active.
